"I myself 
cut my salary 20 per cent — two 
years ago. I have been iwying 
that mon<-y over in weekly pay- 
ntents to the welfare department 
since that time.

OFFER DECLINED BY GOOD 
GOVERNMENT ASSOCIATION 

The Good Government Association, 
one of the organizations invited to a 
conference at City Hail thi.'i afternoon 
for consideration of the budget for 
the coming year, yesterday thanked 
Mayor Curley, but, though expressing 
a desire to do everythin.g possible for 
the city, did not dcern it advisable to 
accept the A --yor's Invtation to at- 
tend. 

A rommuniwilion to Mayor C\irlev 
stated that bei-ausc ' he short time 
; the organizition wou.d not 1)0 able to, 
'contribute anything of value; that re- 
' sponsiliiiity sliould not be divided, and 
suggested Mayor Curley cooperate in 
an effort to obtain legislative author- 
ity for a commission selected from 
leading civic organizations. 

Mayor Curley's comment was as fol- 
lows: 

"In vie-.r of the reply made by the 
Good Government Association to the 
Invitation extended to attend the con- 
ference of civic bodies, it must be ap- 
parent to everyone that the name of 
the organization is a misnomer, and 
the best service, it r-ould render to the 
city in the future would be to cea.se 
criticism of municipal oflicials and 
pass quietly into oblivion." 

Not Time In Stiidij It 

The Good Government rommimicn- 
tion, signed by George R. Nutter, 
read : 

"X nm InBtrnct^d by the executive 
I committee of the Good Government 
Association to acknowledge your In- 
I vitation to join in a conferenre Avith 
j other ciflo bodies, for the coniitlcra- 
I «.i«n' nf thn hiMij'fit for tho coming 
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year. We thank Your Honor for In- 
cluding us among such bodies, and 
we wisli to as.sure you that we desire 
to do everything that Is possible for 
tile welfare of the city. 

"It is, however, not advisable for 
u.s to accept the invitaticm of Your 
Honor io join in this conference, for 
the following reasons: 

"Fir.st, the preparation of a biidget 
is a highly technical matter, and re- 
quires not only a general view of the 
r.eeds of the city, but a careful ac- 
quaintance with the different depart- , 
ments, which can come only by prac- \ 
tical experience in the course of time. 
We would therefore not be able to 
contribute anything of value in the 
present situation, in the very short 
time that is allowed, since it would 
require considerable study on the part 
of experts to be of any assistance, for 
which w^e have not the faeiiitios. 

Proposes Special Board 

"Second, we do not believe In a 
divided rcspon.sibility, and for that 
reason we doubt that the proposed con- 
ference for the consideration merely of 
the budget will be effective. The char.er 
lays upon Your Honor the duty of pre- 
paring this budget, with the aid of the ; 
Budget Commissioner, It then lays the j 
duty upon the City Council to go over 
this budget and arrive at conclusions j 
with regard to it. We do r.ot see that ' 
a budget produced by the joint efforts— 
not only of those who are entrusted by 
law with the duty of preparing it. but 
with other civic organizations, whose 
knowledge on the subject can be at 
best only superticial, can pioduce any 
result wluch will be effective and satis- 
fying. 

"Lastly and most Important we be- 
lieve that the mere preparation of the 
budget without more study will not go 
to the ro(.t o' the difflcvitles tn which 
the city kiow finds itself. It will be 
only at best a temporary makeshift. 
An effort should be made to go deeper. 

"We therefore suggest that Your 
Honor cooperate in an effort to con- 
stitute a suitable commission, to be 
composed of members selected by the 
various leading civic organizations. 
Such a commission should he clothed 
with proper legislative authority to 
summon witnesses and to rail for 
books and papers, and should be aided 
by competent counsel, and proper pro- 
vision made for its expenses. 

"Such a oommis.sion may well be of 
permanent val.ue as In the past and we 
should be glad to give such assistance 
as we can In the appointment of such 

o oOmTniaQinn."

There also will be ,V)0 meals served at 
the Staniford st and other units of th» 
Salvation .\rmy. 

The Volunteers of America will dis- 
tribute dinners to several hundred per-, 
sons. Those who filed application! 
will obtain baskets at 12:15 Wednesday 
at 2,5 Hanover st. 

The Morgan Memorial will provid* 
dinners for 200 men at tho Shawmut- 
av headquarters and send baskets ta 
about 30O families. Other.s will receiv* 
their meals through tho City Mission- 
ary Society, the Boston Industrial 
Kome, Davis st, South End, and th» 
Wayside Army, 75 West Concord st. 

The city is unable to give mone.v fop 
ape''ial thinners because of its present 
heavy financial outlay. Mayor Curley 
said it would cost $200,000 to car>"3r 
through the same program as 1-ist 
year.

RequesL of City Council 

Tile coninuinication to Ma>or C'urley 
Was as follows; 

"The Finance Commission has been 
requested by the City Council to make 
s. study ot the budj;cL fur Ihc year 
|19.'i;j and to make a report thereon to 
'the Council by Vch I, li):!3. 

■'In order lully to understand 'he 
<lilliculty of comjilying with this re- 
quest, It Is necessary that you should 
know sometliinpr of the e.xpcrience of 
the Finance Ccunmission in malunp re- 
ports on tile budi;ct in the past. 

"Since toil it has been the practice 
Cf the Finance Commission to study 
the city burl;;et and to make report 
ithereon to the Mayor, the City cloun- 
Icil, or the f^cKislature. The exact of- 
fice or oflirer to which or to whom the 
rejiorts were addressed depended on 
the situation at the time tlie reports 
were ready. ' 

Bcid Dcparlmcnt Figures in 
I'asi 

**When the commission has had suf- 
llcient time to make a thorouRh study 
In advance of (he henrinK by the IjCt;- 
islativf: Committee on tiie bill to tix 
the city's tax limit for the .vear, tiie 
commission has made its budget re- 
port to that body. 

"At other times, when the eommis- 
■j.iii felt tiiat tlio Mayor or City Coun- 
cil would accept su. h reports as a help 
to them in tile arrivim; at the proper 
jamount to appropriate and the com- 
mission had sufhcient time to make 
comprehensive, repnrl.'". tho reports 
have been given to tho Mayor and City 
Council. 

"In the past the commi-^sion re- 
reh'cd copies of the estimates of the 
department hcad.s as fast as they were 
filed with tile Hudi;et Commissioner, 
the estimates of 111', smaller ilepart- 
jnenl.-i arriviiu; during October and 
iNovember. and of tlie larger ilepavt- 
'Bieiits during December : nd January. 
"The commissi on used these estl- 
rintes as the bisis of its budget stu-ly, 
Hlthougii they v,-ero always .subject to 
change by the Mayor and it nilgnt he 
recalled that only last year tho e.sti- 
mates were reduced by Your Honor ap-

does not get the budget until shortly 
before th<' report is due. I 

I "Still another dilliculty encountered 
. has been that the enactment by tho 
Legislature of the Tax Limit bill has 
been so late in tlie year that unl'"ss the 
budget was adopted within a week or 
30 days thereafter so;ne cit.y depavt- 
iftients would have to shut down. This 
has operated to induce the City Coim- 
ell to rush through thfir part in the 
!j Investigation of the budget. It fre- 
quently happened that th" budget, as 
received liy the Conn. il. dilfered from 
the budget disilosed before the Legis- 
latj\-n Commiitce. 

"If the Finance Commission Is to 
make a relialile report upon tlie bud- 
get, it siiould li.ive the actual figures 
of tho Mayor's allowances for at least 
two months before tho report is due.

"The year's program of expenditure 
should be lixed at the beginning of tho 
Jenr, not months after the year has 
begun.

Ice the Municipal Government plans to j 
Rive them before the taxpayers, i

Municipal financing to understand the

"Contrary to general belief, and to 
the belief of many legislators as well, 
the Legislaturo does not fix the city's 
r;ght to spend. The Tax Limit Act 
only fixes tile city's right to raise by 
taxation for current expenses. In some 
years when tho city did not get the 
tax limit the authorities wanted, these 
authorities refused to cut appropria- 
tions accordingly. They appropriated 
from taxes as far as permissible and 
they borrowed money to finance the 
liudget they had determined to adopt.

city administration and private 
agencies interested In the prob- 
lem. We welcome the opportunity 
which iuus been presented to us. 

In order that our recommenda- 
tions may b: most helpful, we re- 
isijectfully request: 

1. That the budget commls- 
sioner give us access to i-ne biinget 
estimates of departments for 1933. 
and such data a.s these departments 
have .submitted in support of the.se 
estimaie.s. 

2. Tliat department heads be 
Instructed to give us and our rep- 
resentative's. .5UCh information and 
access to such data as we may re- 
quire, relating to e\]>er.dil ures con- 
templated In the 1933 budget. 

If this request is granteti, we be- 
lieve that we shall be able to pre- 
.sent concrete reconiniendaf'nns for 
economy and retrenchment wliich 
will be of real value to the city 
administration. 

We suggest that city officials and 
prii-ale agencies set as thefr goal, a 
reduction of total requiremeius for 
1933. as far a.s possible bt'lnw S'JO,- 
000,000, and that they should plan 
ahead to effect a further reduction 
in 1934. We recognize the fact that 
a large proportion of these require- 
ments lies outside the sole control 
of the mayor, and that as to other 
requirement's there Ls divided con- 
trol. But a well-conceived program 
of retrenchment on which city of- 
ficials and private agencies can 
agree, should have an effect on all 
requirements of the city govern- 
ment, regardless of where Die pri- 
mary responsibility lies.

Some of the methods by which 
we believe retrenchment can Ik> ef- 
fected, and those who we expect to 
be able to support by specific 
recommendations If we are per- 
mitted to make the examination 
which we request, are as follows:

We intend to make a similar re- 
quest for information relative to the 
.school budget. We believe that sev- 
eral of the methods which we have 
outlined above must also be applied 
to this budget, and we Inter.d to 
prestut .specific recommendations if 
our request is granted. We recog- 
nl::e the fact that school appropria- 
tions are subject to slight control 
by the mayor, but we feel that un- 
der his co-operation and leader- 
ship, substantial economies can be 
eilected. If school officials are un- 
willing to co-operate, it may lie ad- 
vLsable to seek legislation giving 
the mayor adequate control of the 
situation. 

NEW PROJECTS 

As to the city and county debt, 
we believe that there should be a 
postponement, where pcssible, of 
new projects under bond issues al- 
ready authorized, but on wh.'ch I 
work has not commenced: and al.so 
a complete ce.ssatlon of new loan 
authori:-ations eltlier inside or out- 
side the debt limit. 

The next legislative session will l 
unquestionably be called uoon to 
coiif^kler many proposals -elating to 
retrenchment in loc .i governments, 
and spcciilcalh- hi Boston's govern- 
ment. We present the following 
items m a legislative program 
w.ach our groups are now consid- 
ering. Wo should welcome the op- 
portunity of conferring with your 
legal representatives with a view to 
working out as far as po.s-slbie a 
basl.s of agreement regarding such 
of these items or such additional 
ltem.s as may be decided are neces- 
sary to rffect the desired reduction 
in the tax burden. 

1— Pro\idliig for a grant to the 
inayor of a greater power to re- 
duce school apinopriations:

3— Removing statutory restric-

4 -Providing for a temporary 
coiitlnuatlon of distributions from 
th- highway fund for the use of 
ciilcs and towns. 

We behove that city ofTlcIals and 
private agencie., should be united 
!n oppo.smg all legislative proposals 
for new prnjvcts which would 'n- 
volve any lussessment upon the 
elites and towns of the metro- 
politan di.strlct in 1933 or in anv 
later year. 

We are opposed to all attempts 
to raLse nddllional revenue by new 
or larger taxes until every oppor- 
tumty for reducing expenditures 
to the minimum h,xs been ex- 
hniistcd. 

We have presented In this state- 
menl a general outline a.'^ a basis 
for co-operation. It does not of 
Cfiiu.se. exhaust the field, but we 
arc hopeful that if our requests 
Biul suggestlon.s are agreed to It 
will develop into more definite and 
elfrctlve action toward the sev«re 
economy which it Is apparent must 
be accomplLslicd.

"Smoke Screen," Goodwin Says 

This last proposal was snatched up 
by Chairman Goodwin of the Finance 
Cor.imlssion as the 'crux" of the whole 
situation. "That is the very reason 
why organiiied wealth Is blowing a 
smoke-screen in the lace of the public. 
Organized wealth has sliifted the hui- 
den of la.xation on the honie-owi:er 
and they don't want new fixation to 
reach out and force Hie bondholders to 
bear their share ot the costs ot gov- 
ernment. 

■ What is needed Is an increase In 
Ihe income tax and the lax on tangi- 
bles to relieve the home-owners ot 
the burden. But Ihe wealthy holders 
of securities had dodged Ihese taxes 
through their control over legislation 
and they are now trying to malie (he 
home-owners believe thai the burden 
la due to waste and extravagance in 
city administration," charged fhairmaii 
Goodwin. 

Try to Shift Burden, He Says 

He protested that the civic groups 
wanted city employees to suffer a 15 
per cent pay cut, while they themselves 
were paying only I',™ per cent on their 
vast earnings through the income tax. 
"They <:laim that costs have been 
reduced, but there has been no cut in 
the telephone, gas, electric light or 
insurance rates, nor upon the interest 
rates charged by the people by tho 
bank.s," protested Goodwin. "Yet tho 
people who control all these things are 
behind this organized movennent here 
today to cut wages of public em- 
ployees.

THOUSANDS IN 
INSTITUTIONS 

Thanksgiving, traditional holiday 
of the home, will be observed today 
throughout the nation, while Bos- 
ton, through private and organised 
charitable aid, will provide food 
and festivity for the poor and 
homeless. 

Low prices of food this year, and 
plentiful supplies of all market 
Focds aid a festive board for many 
homes, although a pre-Thanksgiy- 
ing marketing crowd held off until 
late yesterday, waiting for an ex- 
pected drop in prices. 

The market district was, indeed, 
a quiet place during the day, minus 
the surging crowds of busy house- 
wives and their annual last-day 
buying. 

Although many produce men cut 
the price of turkeys from 4 to 8 
cents a pound during early hours, 
the greater drop in price at night 
drew great buying throngs to the 
district, to pick up the family bird 
a. the lowest price level. 

The Salvation Army, whose great 
Thanksgiving feast to the poor is 
traditional, will serve a turkey din- 
nfr to 400 deserving children of 
Boston, at the People's Palace, 
Washington and E. Brookline sts., 
at noon today. Mayor Curley will 
bo a guest of tiie occasion. 

The Army will also distribute 
Thanksgiving baskets to 300 worthy 
fnmilles. which include 1800 other 
children. The dinner baskets will 
consist of roast beef, pofatoes, three 
kinds of vegetables, fruit, coffee, 
milk, crackers, sov'p and '•"cad. 

Thousands of .sink and unfor- 
tunate, confined in stale ho.ipitals 
and institutions, will share the 
4.').000 pounds of turkey ordered by 
the Commonwealth of Maf.sachu- 
Bctt. to keep the spirit of rhank.s- 
eriving. 

At the state prison 200 inmates 
receive a chicken dinner instead 
of the traditional turkey. 

The city of Bo.=ton will not pro- 
vide Thanksgiving dinners this 
year, owing to the increased needs 
of the welfare department, but of- 
ficials In ch.irge have enlisted pri- 
vate chariUble agencies to make 
certain there are no hungry fami- 
lies. 

The Volunteers of America dis- 
tribute several hundred Thanks- 
giving baskets today at the new 
welf .re center, 33 Hanover at. Each 
basket contains a large roast, with 
vegetables, fruit, groceries and 
milk and candy for children.

Mayor Curlpy invltod many citizens 
to a conference yesterday, in which iio 
One was allowed any chance to conft;-. 
By such procedure nothing can be 
gained, and much may be lost. The 
srogram submitted in writing by the 
Boston Chamber of Commerce and 
Jlher civic bodies offered, as its terms 
declared, "a basis of co-operation." 
facing present conditions frankly, it 
supplied a definite list of items 'o 
achieve economy in city government 
and thus to .save Boston's finances from 
falling into a worse state next year than 
they are in now. Since Mayor Curie/ 
at this very moment is engaged in mak- 
ing up his budget-estimates for 1933, one 
would have supposed that .such a pro- 
igram, looking toward Boston's welfare 
In the future, would have been received 
with constructive attention. At least ii 
:deserved full discussion. In fact, how- 
lever, it was tossed out of the window, 
and for the purposes of yesterday's 
meeting might as well not have been sub- 
mitted at all. 

' The mayor may consider such pro- 
cedure politically helpful, but we doubl 
if he reads aright its effect. Shortly 
before the recent State election the 
ch.'iirman of the Boston Finance Com- 
mission, Prank A. Goodwin, sent a letter 
to State employees sharply attacking ' 
[Governor Ely as having advocated a 10 I 
per cent cut of tlie Conunonwealth's I 
payroll. This may have cosi^ Mr. Ely . 
some votes In olllcial circles, but the j 
jpublic at large proved to be much more J 
with the governor than against him. The , 
fact that Governor Ely in his last anntial i 
message came out squarely for a reduc- 
|tion of State salaries, was a deflnilc 
I factor in he! jjng to ama.'vs for him the 
'largest total vote over polled by any 
candidate for the governors oflice in ' 
Mt'jBsachusctls. The people of the State 
having seen their own iHAromes universally 
JreducecJ by from 25 to lOU per cent i 
1 (luring the pa-st three yeans, insistence 
on some reduction of public salaries 
aprx-als to them as only fair and riglit. 
Nevertheless, in yesterday's meeting, 
Mr. OoodWln renewed his opposition to 
I any reduction. Tliis time the chairman 
iof the Boston Plnanci- Commis.sion wa; 
opposing any cut of nmnicipal wages 
and salaries — a very odd position indeed 
for one in his official position to strike. 
The que.stlon is, however, whether Mr 
Goodwin's plea regarding the city bud- 
get Is any more popular than was his 
attitude concerning the payroll of th» 
State. In any case, the matter cannot 
bo dealt with much longer on a ba;is of 
sentiment, or of political mnncuver, one 
way or the other.

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DIRECT RELIEF 

The question whether unemployment relief 
Should be made in money and orders on shops 
or distributed directly by employes of the city 
from well-placed depots is enga'i;lng the atten- 
tion of social workers and municipal authori- 
ties all over the country. A while ago, the 
plan was considered impractical for the larger 
centres. The argument was that tht> rent of 
food stations and a cold storage plant, the ex- 
pense of distribution, the long distances which 
applicants would have to walk, 'he cost of buy- 
ing, the lack of variety in the rations, their 
poor quality and the publicity attendiirg the 
process were grave objections. 

Now it is perceived that the "emergency" 
may become chronic. The towns and cities are 
beginning to realize that they .:annot stand the 
present drain. TTiey are looking around for a 
new device and many of them, like Fall River, 
have adopted the plan which na.s worked so 
well in Oklahoma and other olaces. The city 
authorities and .soci ■[ agencies of Boston ought 
to be open-minded and progre.js've enough to 
make a careful investigation of the possibilities 
of a better, le.->s burdensome ~y,<-tem than the 
one now in use. 

There is nothing unworkable in the arrange- 
ment for a city a.s laige a.s Boston. Kansas 
City i.s giving out food to 5500 families a day 
from a dozen buildings, selected with a view 
to til*; convenience of the beneficiaries, Tlie 
saving is estimated by a pr,jmir.ent social 
worker at about $200,000. a year. Cincinnati Is 
also experimenting with the project Canton, 
O., has found it excellent. We have referred 
several times to the experience of Tulsa, Okia,, 
from which James Jackson, chairman of the 
Fall River board of finance, obtained the data 
for establishing the system so well described in 
The Herald a day or two ago. 

The morale of the applicants, a ieiturt on 
which the welfare workers place great emphasis, 
does not .seem to have been impaired in any of 
the.se places. The persons who directly receive the 
food have not been subjected to any humilia- 
tion or long delays, the schedules being ar- 
ranged so that the provision.s arc given out 
ever'y during the day and nighi. In sonie 
cities it is re> rted that this whole plan dis- 
courage.-; frai As to the health .aspects of 
the problem, the reporus from Fall River seem 
to sho'.v an improvement. There is no reason, 
of course, why the diets tannoi, be properly 
balanced and enough variety introduced to suit 
anybody. 

Unemployment relief is costing in Boston 
about $12,000,000 a year, and there is a wide- 
spread belief that the per centage of deceit and 
unworthi:iess is considerable. Wr have a better 
organization than formerly, but the cxpen.se is 
still tremendously high and apparently is to 
continue .so. Now Boston is fairly compact. 
Most of the relie; 1.5 given to the residents of 
a few sections, is there any reason why the 
city should not distribute food, coal and other 
goods directly and thereby save a large .sum? 
Even a 10 per cent, economy would amount to 
$1,200,000. That is perhaps a minimum. In 
Kansas City the food distributed under the sta- 
tion policy costs 40 per cent. less than formerly. 



The St. Louis Post-DUpatch, a nrst-ciass 
newspaper of extremely liberal social, political 
and economic views, spoke strongly for a trial 
recently in a long editorial. It said among other 
things: "In view of the benefits found in other 
cities with. Identical problems, tlie commi.ssary 
depot plan, as an emergency method, surely is 
worthy of closer investigation in the St, Louis 
area before it is definitely rejected." 

Our own city authorities gave some atten- 
tion to the matter several months ago, but 
nothing definite has been done. In view of the 
Boston outlook, is it not worth while to investi- 
gate the possibilities of a saving which would 
go well above $1,000,000 a year?

Police Comrar. Hultm.in was 
criticised in the Boston City Coun- 
ci'. session yesterday for delay in 
filling the eight vacancies for police 
captain.

Atty. Brooks stated further 
that every officer on the eligible 
list who is passed over for an 
officer not certified by the com- 
mission for promotion, could in- 
ply to the courts for redress and 
recognition of his rights. 

"Those men at the liead of 
the ohgible list, properly cer- 
tified by the Civil Service Com- 
mission after full examination, 
are entitled to promotion when 
vancancies occur," he asserted, 
"When such promotion is de- 
nied them in favor of innligi- 
bles, they can appeal to the 
courts. 

"Of course, Corarais.-ion.:i 
Hultman can withhold making 
further promotions. That may 
or may noi be for the good of 
the department, but he cannot, 
when he does decide to fill ex- 
isting vacancies, legally over- 
look or ignore those who have 
been cortifiert as eligible.

Ficderic S. Snyder, president of tne 
I Boston Chamber of Commerce, charac- 
terized the nyor's announcement as 
a "prellmina ^ guess" and declared that 
"a much larger reduction than $1000,- 
)0 must be had." 

Coincident with Wliiteside's state- 
nent that he believes the mayor will 
resign before the end of his term a 
year hen'-e, to accept an appointment 
from President-elect Roosevelt, came 
the revelation that James T. Morlarty. 
president oi the Massachusetts branch 
of the A. F. of L., nas lust returned 
from a trip to Washington where he 
cvnif erred with Kdwaid F. McGrady, 
formerly of Boston and for severaJ 
years a member of the legislative com-

Morlarty originally planned to ad- 
vance Curley's cause before President 
Oreen, but was unable to obtain an 
appointment with him and took Uie 
matter up with McOrady Instead.

lA good many years have elapsed since

There Is competilion also for the 
privilege of selecting the appomtees. 
The President will, of course, nominate 
Itho men and women for the various 
Iplaces, but he will rely on the advice 
of others, and for Massachusetts 
places he will, it is assumed, take the 
.Bdviio of the Democratic leaders in 
Itlie State. His troubles, great enough 
under ordinary eircum.stances, will be 
augmented by the lack of harmony 
among some ot the most prominent 
.Ma.ssachusctts Democrats. 

Mavor James M. Cui'ley of this city 
incurred the enmity ot most ol the 
other leading Democrats in the btate 
when he carried on last Spring an ac- 
tive campaign for the election of dele- 
gates pledged to vole for Gov Roose- 
velt in tho Democratic national con- 
vention in Chicago. The Mayor was

"To meet this p.ivroll has imposed an 
iinrcasonaljle Imrden upon the lax- 
payers of BoFlon. The laxna>ers' in- 
comes have been rcdueed tr' ni 25 per 
cent to 100 per cent, but they are told 
that the public payroll niu;a bn held 
•acred from the pruniuK knife regard- 
less of ils damage to others. Homes 
jniay he sold for iion-pflyment of t.\xes, 
business enterprises may f;o into bank- 
ruptcy and personal savings may be ex- 
hau.sled in paying taxes, but these fac- 
tor.'? are held to lie secondary to liic 
nmintenanco of pre-depres.'ion salary 
lcvel*s.

I Now a word of advice to young men 
contemplating a career In public life. 
"If hti li actuated by a de»ire for 
money, I'd say 'No, stay out of It,' "

down. They were men who in any 
walk of life would have achieved sue-

they did In politics. 

"Vet if I w<M-e asked to name one 
man on the JJemocratic side wlio de- 
voted most of his time and energy and 
ability to public oftlce and got we;iUby. 
1 couldn't name one who died leaving 
a fortune. 

Cirent Field of Service 

"Hut if the young man wante.l tt> be 
of service to his fellow men, t(|p^re is 
no field in which lie could a.uply hi.^ 
talents in a larger degree and a surety 
of being helpful than in the field of- 
politics."

Ma.ssachusctts ;:itie.s and towns, 
among which the proceeds of the income tax

000,000 this year and $32,000,000 in 1930. Tnis 
mean.s that unle.w municipal r-inning expenses 
are .substantially curtailed niur.cipal tax rates 
will go up again, and home owners will have 
to shoulder an even greater load than at 
present. 

Mayor Curley said that he expect,s to be 
able io reduce Boston's annual budget by 
$3,000,0Oa He also proposes that city em- 
V)loves' contributions to the velfare depart- 
ment, which now range from 4 to 10 jier 
cent.' of their salaries, shall be dou'oled, 
■This would provide substantially a saving of 
$3,200,000 more, becau,"=e this sum. which goes 
into the unemployment I'eliet fund, would 
otherwise have to come from the taxpayers. 
The mayor's apparent determination to en- 
force these economies is distinctly pleasing, 
for it Is far different from his well-knowTi 
devotion to large public wor'.cs pro.iects, like 
the Huntington avenue suoway. The various 
taxpa,ypr.s' organizations, which are strength- 
ening their lines daily, will witch eagerly to 
see how much of this contemplated retrench- 
ment actually goes into effect. Too often what 
City Hall saves piously with one hand it spends 
gleefully with the other. 

While we believe that Conunissioner Long 
is i:^rforming invaluable .servve in bringing 
the n.unicipalities to their senses in regard to 
their financial outlook, we wish, however, that 
he would do some similar .sfaif.ht talking to 
his friends and a.s.sociates on Et-acon Hill, To 
be sure, most of the money raised by local 
taxation goes to the citieR and t,owns and it 
is they who can effect the preatest .savings. 
But tliey cannot be blamed altogether if they 
wonder why they should be made to hew to 
line when the state govenimeii' go*\s merrily 
along on its 1929 scale of living, ,^s the Spring- 
field Republican points out, "Tlie Legislature 
has refused to make economies in the state 
government that would be an example to the 
municipal governments," 

For example, the city of Springfield was 
as.sesscd $'292,668 in 1930 a.s its share of the 
state's expen-ses. In 1931 it wv, forced to pay 
$317,751. and m 1932 its state tax rose to $408- 
229 with an additional impoj.ilion of $45.24a 
for' old-age pensions. Boston's .■^tory is similar, 
only Bo,ston lia-s the added pita-sure of con- 
tributing to the Metropolitan district and 
Elevated's deficit.

school, on Cottage avenue, that they 
were no longer interested in the plans 
;0f widening and did not feel warranted 
I in giving 25,000 leel of land for the 
project. 

Two months ago. according to the 
street coinmi.ssioners. it was agreed by 
Ihe trustees ot the school to give the 
Jo. 000 feet for the .street widening. The 
plan for the widening, ii was stated to- 
day, also Included taking some of the 
land of St. Theresa parish. The church, 
01 which the Rev. William F. Lyons Is 
pastor. Is located on Centre street, at 
Cottage Bvenue. The school, established 
in 1645. is some distance in the rear of 
the church, on Cottage avenue. 

Cottage avenue is a nanrro'n-. winding 
thoroughfare, and tlic movement for 
it* widening extends back several years. 



Further action upon Ihe projxised 
investigation of Boston's municipal 
finances by a special comml.s.sion appar- 
ently rests with originators ot the 
projeci.

A demand for a genuine and thor- 
ough Investigation of Boston's muni- 
cipal expenditures, unlnHuenced by 
political considerations, was voiced yes- 
terday by the Good Government Asso- 
ciation. 

Tiie association flatly opposed the 
proposed legislative Investigation be- 
cause o: the charge of politics that! 
might be hurled against it, but advo- ' 
cated In its stead an investigation con- 
ducted by a committee of citizens of the 
city nominated by ita prominent com- 
mercial and business organizations 

Meanwhile the Joint committee on 
municipal finance of the Boston Cham- ' 
ber of Commerce and the Baston Real 
Estate Exchange Joined In the general 
demand being raised for relief from 
harassing taxation burdens by urginc 
that an Immediate drive be launched to 
rcc'uce municipal salaries and wages. 
PAYROLLS GKOWINfi 
The committee warned that the city 
has not now sufficient finances at hand > 
or sufficient income in the near future 
to continue to bear its excessive payroll 
burden. The corimittee charged that 
the municipal payroll now exceeds In 
ilze the payrolls carried by the city in 
times of prosperity. 

This committee also included Suffolk 
county In its drive and urged that lUs 
payrolls, like those of the city, b>' sub- 
jected to radical tfownward revi.sions. 

The Joint oody, of which Samuel 
Cabot Is chahman. charged that salaries 
and wages of city employes total nearly 
60 per cent, of the amount expended by 
the city. It expressed the opinion that 
no genuine endeavor hM been made to 
efiect economies. 

i While various public spirited agencies 
were engaged in their proposals to force 
down expenditures it wa.s learned that 
a secret movement hM been launched 
At City Hull by municipal empU^eg to 
'protect their own Interests in the light' 



I SECRET MEETING 

Tlielr immediate objective is to pre- 
vent Mayor Curley from succeeding in 
his proposal to compel them to double 
their "voluntary" contribuUons to the 
funds of the public welfare department 
which have been taken out of their 
wages over a jKriod of mx montlis. 

It was reported yesterday that they 
contemplate holding a secret meeting 
Tuesday night at which a legal adviser 
will be asked to outline methods that 
may be adopted to thwart the mayor's 
plans to cut into their present Incomes.

I What the ultimate cost of the project 

will be no one connected with It would 

venture to say last night. This means 

that at tile present time the ca'st of 

the .scliool, originally .set at $865,000 

V, ill exceed $1,000,000. 

Borings taken by engineers of the 
department of .school IniildiriRs have 
proved inaccurate, and before the high 
'.'rhnol bulldinfj can be erected the con- 
tactor. Matthew Cumming.s, must plUR 
a brook, divert a spring, build a timnel 
for a pipe for surface drainage of the 
area and dig down as much a.s 40 fe<'t 
.'(■r hard pan .soil that will bear a weight 
cf fiv«' tons to the .sauare foot. 

Whether the cost of this e.xtiii work 
will make the total cxi>enditure so high 
that it would be profitable to abandon 
tlie site and get another was a moot 
(I'. est ion yesterday. While Patrick T. 
Campbell, superintendent of schools, 
was certain iliat, despite the complex 
problems of the foundation, the school 
could be built on the slt<-, Louis K. 
Icourkc, superintendent of school con- 
rtructlon, reserved the right to recom- 
mend abandonment of the site if a 
l.'^rge sprinp was found. Yesterday no 
one knew how large the spring might 
l)roved to be. 

For the first time in two we<>kR of 
b,)ring, samples were taken at a level 
ol 38 feet below surface which indicated 
; liat hard pan capable of bearing the 
terrific weight had been found. This 
level Is 23 feet below the grade the 
school department engineers said hard 
pnn would be reached. 

Only last Monday the sit'iation 1)C- 
came acute when the contractor, aware 
tliat he was likely to lose money under 
a supreme court decision, refused to go 
aliead on the extra work unless paid. 
An emergency tonfovence of Bupto. 
Rourlce and Onmpbell. Edward W. Roe- 
nier, city building comml.ssioner, and 
Corporation Couascl Samuel Silverman 
was called and the facts presented to 
the .school committee. 

Former Chairman Joseph J. Hurley 
refused to vote on an order for .$100,000 
for the extra work until he had at least 
an estimate of the eventual co.st. De- 
■•plfe this, the committee passed the 



order ana tne expenditure lor the build- 
ing rose to the total of $1,020,000, of 
v.hich $155,000 will go for extra founda- 
tion work. 

With this money the borings will 
continue. Samples are being analyzed 
bv Glennon Oilboy, a-sslstant professor 
of .-ioU mechanics at Mivssachusetts 
Institute of Technology. Upon his word 
depends tlic ultimate cost of the build- | 
lug, for excavation of the dirt to the 
level he recommends will add many 
thousands to the cost. 

Hod the contractor gone ahead on 
the .specifications laid down by the 
school buildings department, the l^uild- 
ing would have been con.struc'cd on a 
f jundatlon laid on ledge and soft .soil. 

' The difierence in settling would have 
cracked the building and sheared it in 
two. A bre.Tk of only a fraction of an 
inch would have meant dis.ister. 

The situalloii Ls complicated because 
the weake.<:t point in the foundation 
soil Is where the greatest strain will 
be. Eight huge beams, weighing 35 
tans apiece, will Ix" pl;>.r"cl at Mn' Geneva 
avenue entrance to the auditorium and 
gymnasium In addition, in the same 
f.rea will be placed a boiler weigliing 
12fi tons. 

Two months have been last by the 
contractor tierause of the procrastina- 
tion of the engineers connected with 
the department of school buildings, who 
refused to l-xiieve that the rock their 

j borings had produced was not suitable 
for the foundation. The rock is really 
so-calied Roxbury pudding sione and 
can be broken by ha:-.d. The ledge rock 
found hi certain sixits in the area will 
held a weight of 100 tons to tlie sciuare 
foot, and tlie variation in .settling would 
crack the building and send it tumbling 
Gown on school children if the ron- 
'tractor nad not refused to go ahead.
